Now, here is one thing that may turn out to be v 
indicated: one, or possibly two of the persons in New / 
York who has knowledge which could be used as evidence, \f 
still has parents in Europe. Under those conditions, it 
would not be safe for them to talk. However, it occurs 
to me that if the A.G. is sufficiently seriously interested, 
perhaps it might be arranged to give visas to these people 
promptly, so that the barrier to testifying might be 
removed. I realize that I have considerable nerve in 
suggesting this as a possibility, but maybe it is worth 
bearing in mind as last resort. 

I gave my informant your address, so that if his 
New York sources are willing to talk, they will get in 
touch with you. From what my informant says, the story 
is common knowledge among a rather large group. So maybe 
someone will be found - who is in a position to testify.

are, that ho was on a trip to various points in the United States, 
trawling in his personally^ewned Ford automobile, and had left 
Yfahoo, Nebraska, and was em his way to Lincoln, Nebraska* This 
was on November ifth or 5th, 1936. The oar which he was driving 
was a blud Ford 1936 Sedan, which ho had purchased from the Ford 
Motor Company at Detroit, Michigan, while still employed by that 
company as a chemist. On one of the days indicated, he was on 
the highway leading tram Wahoo to Lincoln, and driving at a speed 
of about 70 n#p*h*, and at a point approximately 15 miles west of 
Yahoo, ho either cam© over the crest of a hill, or around a 
sharp turn, where laborers were working along the shoulders of 
the road—whether it was a hill or a curve. It limited the vision, 
and traveling at this high rate of speed he suddenly cam© on to a 
pilo of dirt which the laborers had dumped on the highway proper. 
IVheta he hit this obstruction he lost control of the car, which 
spun around several times and turned over, throwing him out an 
the pavement, where he was rendered unconscious. He was picked 
up by fanners In the vicinity, and carried to a house, and a 
doctor was called in, who apparently revived hi i. he had little 
or no conversation with any of these people, as all of them seemed 
to be Czechs and familiar only with their own language*
